Purongam in Tral, Jammu and Kashmir, the search party came under 
fire from two adjacent isolated houses. Immediately the search 
party engaged the terrorists with heavy small arms and rocket 
launcher fire. Fire fight continued for almost two hours. 
Terrorists kept firing intermittently at own troops. 

Due to fire the haystack kept in one of the houses caught fire 
and the terrorists tried to shift from the house. Havildar Rudal 
Prasad saw two terrorists running out. of the house. He chased the 
terrorists and shot one of. them dead. The other terrorist fired at 
Havildar Rudal Prasad injuring him in his right arm. Despite being 
seriously wounded Havildar Rudal Prasad took out a grenade and 
lobbed it inside the house killing the second terrorist. While 
clearing his way to enter the house, he was again fired upon at 
point blank range by a third terrorist. The burst caught this brave 
NCO on the face. Despite being grievously injured and failing

energy Havildar Rudal Prasad returned the fire and also killed the 
third terrorist. The gallant soldier, single handedly killed three 
hardcore terrorists before succumbing to his injuries. 
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Havildar Rudal Prasad displayed raw courage, conspicuous 
gallantry, concern for fellow soldiers, and made the supreme 
sacrifice in fighting the terrorists. 

2. 4560276 NAIK TARLOK SINGH 

MAHAR/3Q RR 

(Effective Date of the award: 26 April, 2002) 

On 26 April 2002, on receipt of specific information a 
Rashtriya Rifles Unit planned a raid on a hideout of terrorists in * 

densely forested and mountainous terrain in Chakpath, Jammu & 

Kashmir. Naik Tarlok Singh was tasked to establish a stop as part * 

of inner cordon. The inner cordon was barely in place when 

terrorists realized the danger to themselves and made a desperate

bid to break through the cordon. 

Naik Tarlok Singh initially out flanked one terrorist and shot 
him dead. While regaining command and control of his party he saw 
three terrorists charging at his party wifh a view to break the 
cordon. Sensing danger to his own comrades Naik ...Tarlok Singh moved 
forward exposing himself to bursts of fire from charging 
terrorists. He shot dead three terrorists in a very short intense 
firefight barely 15-20 meters from him. 

The bold action displayed by Naik' Tarlok Singh spurred his 
comrades to kill the remaining five terrorists. In the complete 
operation, a total of nine terrorists were killed. 

Naik Tarlok Singh, thus, unmindful of personal safety, 
displayed conspicuous gallantry, raw courage and dogged 
determination while fighting the terrorists. 
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3. COMMANDO SURJAN SINGH, NATIONAL SECURITY GUARD 

(Effective Date of the award: 25 Sept 2002) 

On 24 September 2002, two armed terrorists entered, the 
Akshardham Swami Narayan Temple, Gandhinagar (Gujarat.) and started 
firing indiscriminately. The terrorists killed 30 people and 
injured over 100 persons present in the complex. 

The Special Action Group of National Security Guard.was flown 
in to deal with the situation. The Task Force located the 
terrorists outside the main Temple Complex. While the terrorists 
were in the dark and under dense cover, National Security Guard 
personnel were easily visible and were fired at. The terrorist^ 
had to be pinned down to allow troops to move forward and 
neutralise them. Commando Surjan Singh volunteered as scout and 
moved ahead of his Squadron Commander. He crawled ahead behind a 
low wall under a hail of bullets. With utter disregard to his own 
safety, he brought down accurate fire on the terrorists and 
assisted Squad No. 3 to move forward. 

Crawling close to the terrorists, he engaged them with fire. 
The terrorists retaliated with heavy fire on him. In this action 
he received splinter injuries on his face. To give cover to the 
Commander, he dived and covered him with his body. In the process 
he sustained splinter injuries. Despite his injuries, Commando 
Surjan Singh kept firing and lobbing grenades fixing the terrorists 
and refused to be evacuated. He then noticed the flash of a 
terrorist's weapon. As he let off a burst from his carbine, the 
terrorists retaliated and he received splinter injury in his brain 
stem. Even as he fell, he refused to part with his weapon till he 
became unconscious. 

The bold and decisive action of Commando Surjan Singh paved 
the way for elimination of the terrorists thus making the operation 
a success.

Major Sukhmeet Singh quickly dismounted from his vehicle fired 
back at the terrorists and dashed towards the house. The speed of 
response unnerved the terrorists and. few of them attempted to 
escape from the rear door. One of the terrorists stopped to hurl a 
grenade at the officer to cover the move of others, but Major 
Sukhmeet Singh relentlessly dashed forward, and grabbed the 
terrorist and killed him ruthlessly in a hand to hand combat. 

At this stage, one terrorist was still firing continuously 
from inside the house. Major Sukhmeet Singh quickly entered the 
house and unmindful of his personal safety kicked open the door of 
a room. The terrorist attempted to fire at him but before he could 
do so. Major Sukhmeet Singh, in a flash, shot him from a point 
blank range, eliminating all resistance. 

Major Sukhmeet Singh, displayed immense initiative gallantry 
of a very high order with total disregard to personal safety while 
fighting the terrorists.

Leading Hand (Nursing) Mahesh Pal was specially selected to 
provide medical cover during the crucial formation cutting ' works 
and snow clearance operations on road Ragini-Ustaad in a far flung 
highly terrorist infested high altitude snow bound area astride the 
line of control in Jammu and Kashmir. 

Leading Hand (Nursing) Mahesh Pal single handedly worked in 
multiple shifts so as to provide dedicated medical cover to men 
engaged in multiple shifts for the crucial formation cutting works 
as well as winter snow clearance operations in a treacherous, high 
altitude area with extremes of weather and sub zero temperature 
conditions. On 14 Jan 2002 while he was providing medical cover to 
his colleagues, a snow avalanche struck Ragini detachment, owing 
which the entire detachment got buried under very heavy snow 
accumulation. Leading Hand (Nursing) Mahesh Pal displayed 
exemplary courage and led the rescue operations. While rescuing 
his team mates, he himself got buried under neck deep snow. While 
fighting for his life he had already pushed four GREF personnel out 
of the avalanche and saved their lives.

Havildar Gurcharan Singh was the search party commander when 
contact was established with infiltrating foreign terrorists at 
1800 hours on 29 January 2002 near the line of control in general 
area Miari, District Rajouri, Jammu and Kashmir. 

Havildar Gurcharan Singh observed one terrorist breaking cover 
and charging at own party firing heavily and indiscriminately. 
Seeing that the operations were impeded with own troops pinned 
down, he charged through terrorist fire and eliminated him at point 
blank range. 

At 0400 hours the next day, two terrorists in a desperate bid 
to escape used PIKA fire and grenades resulting in* own casualty. 
The casualty rolled down the slope and fell precariously close to 
the terrorists. Havildar Gurcharan Singh realising grave danger to 
the casualty, in an act of rare courage and camaraderie, with utter 
disregard to personal safety, charged out of cover and emptied one 
magazine into a terrorist.. He then charged upon the third terrorist 
slitting his throat with bayonet. His valiant action unnerved the 
terrorists and contributed towards the success of the operation. 

Havildar Gurcharan Singh showed unflinching courage and 
bravery of highest order in the face of terrorist's fire.

Major D Seshasai Murty was tasked to lay ambushes in Dharana 
in Jammu and Kashmir when movement of nine terrorists was picked up 
at 2230 hours on 14 February 2002. 

Contact was established at 0045 hours on 15 February 2002. The 
terrorists took position amongst the boulders and fired effectively 
at own troops. The pitch dark night and rocky terrain gave inherent 
protection to the terrorists. Major D Seshasai Murty relocated 
himself to seal off the area and continued engaging them, thus 
preventing their escape. The terrorists in desperation fired 
indiscriminately and tried to escape through a nala: Realising 
danger to own troops, he exposed himself and moved to outflank the 

terrorists but immediately came under fire. Though caught in the 

open and outnumbered, he calmly positioned himself and shot one 

terrorist through the head when he tried to lob a grenade. This 

unnerved two other terrorists who, firing a PIKA gun, charged at 
him. Major D Seshasai Murty brought down both the terrorists with 
accurate fire, thus eliminating three terrorists. 

Major D Seshasai Murty displayed gallantry, camaraderie, 
dedication and presence of mind in extreme circumstances while 
fighting the terrorists.

4. 3194631 SEPOT JCX3IHDER SINGH

(Effective Date of the award : 15 Feb 2002) 

Sepoy Joginder Singh was part of an ambush placed to eliminate 
terrorists trying to infiltrate in Dharana ,Jammu and Kashmir on 15 
February 2002.

At 0 045 hours ambush was sprung upon the group of nine 
terrorists. Sepoy Joginder Singh opened fire and shot dead the 
first terrorist at a range of two metres. The remaining terrorists 
immediately took cover amongst boulders and exchange of firing 
commenced between the terrorists and own ambush party. Despite 
heavy fire of terrorists and being closest to them. Sepoy Joginder 
Singh stuck to his position and continued engaging them. At 0230 
hours two terrorists made an attempt to escape, upon which Sepoy 
Joginder Singh moved forward to stop them. This was observed by 
other terrorists who immediately fired upon Sepoy Joginder Singh 
resulting in his sustaining gun shots on the chest and right arm. 
Despite his injuries and bleeding profusely Sepoy Joginder engaged 
the two terrorists attempting to escape and shot them dead from a 
close range. 

Sepoy Joginder Singh displayed raw courage, dogged 
determination in the face of terrorists' fire. 

5. 15474764 SOWAR MAKHAN SINGH, 

ARMOURED CORPS/33 RASHTRIYA RIFLES(POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective Date of the award : 09 April 2002) 

Sowar Makhan Singh was the ieading scout of Bravo Company 
Commander's Quick Reaction Team. On 9 th April 2002, the team was on 
a search and destroy operation in the dense jungle in Gutlibagh 
Forest in Jammu and Kashmir. 

At about 0900 hours Sowar Makhan Singh reached a rocky cliff 
face. Due to his alertness, he noticed two terrorists below the 
cliff. Immediately the terrorists opened fire and started to flee. 
On seeing this Sowar Makhan Singh jumped down the cliff, physically 
blocking their escape and charged ' at The nearest terrorist and 
killed him. He then came under a hail ‘of bullets from the second 
terrorist due to which he was injured in the neck and hand /and his 
rifle was rendered useless. Undeterred, he' jumped on the second 
terrorist, snatched his rifle and killed him in a fierce hand to 
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hand tussle. The gallant soldier later ar.tained martyrdom during 
evacuation. 

Sowar Makhan Singh displayed raw courage and exemplary bravery 
while fighting the terrorists and made the supreme sacrifice in the 
best traditions of the Indian Army. 

6 . JC-122445 NAIB SUBEDAR JAGAN BAHADUR GURUNG 

12 ASSAM RIFLES 

(Effective Date of the award : 11 April 2002) 

Based on specific information about presence of some Under 
Grounds in Kungu Forest in general area North of Khambachingjing in 
Manipur, Naib Subedar Jagan Bahadur Gurung was detailed to launch a 
column at 0130 hours on 11 Apr 02 to establish an observation post 
cum ambush. 

Naib Subedar Gurung chose the most difficult route through 
rough terrain, dense jungles on a pitch dark night and in pouring 
rain forcing the column at times to grab thorny bushes to climb up. 
As the party was about to reach the designated point, the leading 
scout informed him of the presence of some persons ahead. At the 
same time they came under effective automatic gun fire. Naib 
Subedar Gurung dived to his right and took position. He directed 
two of his men to crawl to his right and cut off the escape routes. 
He directed the soldiers carrying LMG-I and LMG-II to crawl to the 
left to establish stops in the Northern direction. The narrow 
stretch of land and thick undergrowth of secondary jungles demanded 
a very high.standard of fire control. 

Once the cordon was established Naib Subedar Gurung crawled 
forward along with his buddy and shot dead two Under Grounds from a 
very close range. Once the firing ceased a thorough search of the 
area was carried out. Five dead bodies of hardcore Under Grounds 
were found and a large quantity of arms and ammunitions recovered. 
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Naib Subedar Jagan Bahadur Gurung displayed gallantry, 
aggressive spirit while facing the Under Grounds. 

7. 4067942 HAVILDAR JAIPAL SINgH 

GARHHAL RIFLES/14 RR (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective Date of the ajward : 13 April 2002) 

On 13 April 2002, cordon and search operation in village 
Aithmul in Jammu and Kashmir was launched to flush out terrorists 
hiding in a house in which Havildar Jaipal Singh was a part of the 
Commanding Officer's Quick Reaction Team. At 1715 hours while the 
house was being cordoned terrorists moving out of the house fired 
indiscriminately on the cordon party. 

Officiating Commanding Officer alongwith his Quick Reaction 
Team reached the house and Havildar Jaipal Singh deployed his 
party. Havildar Jaipal Singh alongwith an officer moved to a place 
where terrorists were hiding. At last light the officer and 
Havildar Jaipal Singh taking cover started crawling towards the 
terrorists. However terrorists fired grenades injuring the officer. 

Havildar Jaipal Singh extricated the officer to safety and 
from a flank charged at terrorists killing two on the spot. 
However, a third terrorist fired grenades at Havildar Jaipal Singh, 
injuring him. Unmindful of his injury he engaged the terrorist till 
he was taken to safety and later succumbed to his injury. 

Havildar Jaipal Singh exhibited gallantry, resolute 
determination, indomitable courage and made the supreme sacrifice 
in fighting the terrorists. 
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8 . IC-49043 MAJOR M SRI KUMAR, 7 SIKH 

(Effective Date of the award : 28 April 2002) 

Major M Sri Kumar was located at a post’ in Poonch, Jammu and 
Kashmir and detected an infiltrating group of six terrorists 
crossing Dabbi valley at 2145 hours on 27 Apr 2002. 

Maintaining a continuous track of the infiltrating terrorists 
Major Ori Kumar led an ambush in Dhargaloon and sprung it when 
terrorists were at a distance of about five meters. Under heavy 
exchange of fire displaying high professionalism he ensured an 
effective cordon. At day break on 28 Apr 2002 having spotted a 
terrorist firing sniper rifle, Major Sri Kumar with utter disregard 
to his personal safety, crawled to a flank, shot and killed the 
terrorist. 

Although under heavy fire and seeing terrorists having taken 
cover. Major Sri Kumar displaying excellent presence of mind and 
bold leadership closed in from a flank towards the terrorist and 
killed the second terrorist. 

The third terrorist having realized that he had been surprised 
aimed the Under Barrel Grenade Launcher (UBGL) on Major M Sri 
Kumar. Undeterred by the adverse situation, he assaulted, fired and 
killed the third terrorist at point blank range. 

Maj M Sri Kumar, thus, displayed raw courage, bravery and bold 
leadership while fighting the terrorists. 

9. IC-54012 MAJOR TEJIHDER PAL SINGH SOHAL, SM 

JAK RIF/3 RASHTRIYA RIFLES (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective Date of the award : 29 Apiil 2002) 

On 29 April 2002 during the search operation of village 
Bandarpur in Anantnag, Jammu and Kashmir two terrorists opened fire 
from a paddy field at close range. Major Tejinder Pal Singh Sohal 
engaged and shot dead one terrorist.

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The second terrorist ran towards a house in close vicinity. 
Unmindful of personal safety Major Sohal chased the terrorist and 
engaged him at close quarters. In the ensuing fire fight, he 
sustained gun shot wound in his shoulder. The terrorist continued 
firing and tried to lob a grenade at the troops following the 
officer. Sensing danger to his troops, Major Sohal despite being 
grievously injured closed in and killed the second terrorist.

9 PARA (SF) 

{Effective Date of the award : 02 May 2002) 


On 02 May 2002, Major Manpreet Singh Bains, Teem Commander was 
tasked to conduct special operations in General Area Boriwali and 
Kachebara in Poonch, Jammu and Kashmir. 

On observing that terrorists were bypassing own ambush sites, 
Major Manpreet Singh Bains displaying great initiative and 
controlled aggression, closed to within 50 meters of the terrorists 
with his squad. Leading from the front he opened fire killing two 
terrorists. The remaining terrorists immediately opened fire 
towards his squad. Assessing that his troops would be endangered. 
Major Manpreet Singh Bains charged towards the terrorists 
and cut off their escape routes. Displaying raw courage and dogged 
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determination, he pursued the fleeing terrorists and having 
cornered them, moved in swiftly and shot dead two more terrorists 
from very close quarters. 

Major Manpreet Singh Bains displayed gallantry, outstanding 
leadership, and, exceptional determination in fighting the 
terrorists. 

11. 4476227 FARATROOPKR 8ATFAL SIHSH 

2 PARA (8F) 

(Effective Date of the award : 06 May 2002) 

On 06 May 2002, troops were deployed for a Surveillance cum 
Search operation in the general area of Kahuri Batapura Forest in 
Anantnag, Jammu and Kashmir. 

At approximately 1500 hours, a surveillance squad observed 
suspicious activity in a cluster of Dhoks in the jungle near 
Village Lang Khul. Observation revealed the presence of three 
unidentified persons. With a view to ascertain the identity of the 
suspected persons the surveillance squad was ordered to close in to 
the Dhoks in the garb of locals. 

Paratrooper Satpal Singh was part of the surveillance squad. 

He successfully closed in to about 20 metres from the dhok. 
However, the terrorists by now alerted, opened up with intense and 
effective small-arms fire and ran towards a dhok. Displaying 
indomitable spirit and conspicuous courage. Paratrooper Satpal 
Singh charged forward and with accurate aimed fire killed two 
terrorists at the door “Step of the dhok. The third terrorist 
charged out of the dhok firing at him. Displaying utter disregard 
to personal safety, he ran after the escaping terrorist, spraying 
the area with his weapon and killed him on the spot. 

Paratrooper Satpal Singh displayed exemplary bravery, 
indomitable resolve, personal valour while facing the terrorists. 
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12 . 13748474 RA.VILDAR PREET SINGH, 15 JAK RIF 

(Effective Date of the award : 08 May 2002) 

On receipt of information about the presence of terrorists in 
Trekanna, Poonch in Jammu and Kashmir/ Havildar Preet Singh 
maintained effective vigil in the area on 08 May 2002. 

Employing,. Hand Held Thermal <( ,Imager, he located a group of 
terrorists at 2100 hours. He readjusted ambushes along selected 
killing area. As the terrorists closed in, Havildar Preet Singh 
fired heavy bursts of Light Machine Gun thereby grievously wounding 
three terrorists. Inspite of heavy mortar firing by the enemy to 
assist the escape of terrorists, Havildar Preet Singh kept the area 
under surveillance and prevented their escape. At first light, 
during search, three bodies of terrorists, two AK rifles and one 
pistol were recovered. 

To prevent the escape of other terrorists, Havildar Preet 
Singh relocated surveillance detachments. His perseverance paid off 
as two terrorists attempting escape were located through Hand Held 
Thermal Imager. Havildar Preet Singh crawled to a tactical location 
and in a daredevil firefight killed both terrorists. 

Havildar Preet Singh exhibited extra-ordinary initiative, 
selfless courage and bravery of high order while fighting the 
terrorists. 

13. IC-54121 MAJOR CHAflDER SHEKHAR SHARMA, 

ARTY/16 RASHTRIYA RIFLES 

(Effective Date of the award : 05 June 2002) 

Major Chander-Shekhar Sharma was the Charlie Company Commander 
of a Rashtriya Rifles Unit. On 05 June 2002, at 0630 hours the 
cx -..umn' led by him established contact with terrorists in Poonch, 
Jammu and Kashmir. 
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While trying to intercept a group of terrorists, Major Chancier 
Shekhar Sharma outran them and killed one terrorist at very close 
range. Trying to locate the other terrorists, he almost ran into 
two terrorists who showered a burst of bullets on him. Undeterred, 
Major Sharma took cover and instructed a jawan to lob grenades 
towards the terrorists. Taking advantage of the situation, Major »- 
Sharma manoeuvred and shot dead both terrorists from a dangerously 

close range. 

By now a dhok was also identified where three more terrorists 
were present. Major Sharma without losing any time stormed the dhok 
and killed another terrorist who was effectively firing. 

Major Chander Shekhar Sharma, thus, displayed leadership and 
bravery of an exceptional order while fighting the terrorists. 

14 2687845 GRENADIER BHAGEERATH KAKWASRA 

13 GRENADIERS, (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective Date of the award : 08 June 2002) 

On 08 June 2 002 Grenadier Bhageerath Karwasra was part of 
cordon and search operation launched in village Milanpur in Assam. 
Suddenly, holed-up terrorists broke through a hut and started 

fleeing. 

Reacting speedily. Grenadier Bhageerath challenged the fleeing 
terrorists who retaliated with heavy automatic fire and grenades. 
Sensing grave danger to cordon party. Grenadier Bhageerath 
pursued the fleeing terrorists despite heavy automatic fire. 
In the process, he sustained gun-shot wounds on chin and chest. 
Notwithstanding his critical injuries, Grenadier Bhageerath charged 
at the terrorists firing from the hip killing one hardcore 
terrorist who had been firing effectively at the cordon party. 
Bleeding profusely Grenadier Bhageerath continued chasing and 
firing at the fleeing terrorist, thereby ensuing 'safety of the 
party, till he attained martyrdom. 
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His dare-devil action totally unnerved the other terrorist who 
ran haywire and was killed by the cordon party. One AK-56 rifle, 
ammunition and explosives were recovered. 

Grenadier Bhageerath displayed indomitable resolve, steely 
9 ^tt, determination and raw courage and made the supreme sacrifice.

9 QORKHA RIFLES/32 RASHTRITA RITLIS 

(Effective Date of the award : 16 Jun 2002) 

On 16 June 2002 Naik Man Bahadur Chhetri was commanding a 
section of Ghatak Platoon during Search and Destroy Operation in 
dense undergrowth of Sogam Forests, District Kupwara in Jammu and 
Kashmir. 


Naik Man Bahadur Chhetri indicated presence of terrorists in a 
hideout in a depression. He deployed his section to cover three 
escape routes asking the platoon commander to cover fourth. Naik 
Chhetri moved to within five meters of the terrorists and killed 
one of them. Two more terrorists came out and started firing at him 
with AKs and grenade launcher. Showing presence of mind, Naik 
Chhetri fired into the hideout from 15 meters injuring both the 
terrorists. As the terrorists ran in panic, he killed one more 
terrorist. Remaining terrorist jumped into a Nala and started 
firing from behind a boulder. Naik Chhetri instructed three men to 
cover him and charged at the terrorist'and killed him also. 

Naik Man Bahadur Chhetri displayed courage, gallantry and 
exemplary junior leadership in fighting the terrorists. 
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16 2485996 SEPOY RAJINDER KgHRR 

24 PUNJAB, (POSTHCHCmS) 

(Effective Date of the award : 18 June 2002) 

On 18 June 2002, real time inputs were provided by own source 
at 1045 hours regarding presence of two terrorists staying in a 
house in a hamlet of village Subansiri in Nalbari* Assam. A specific 
search operation was launched. When they were 200 meters short of 
the target house two terrorists ran outside firing wildly on to own 
party and entered a bamboo grove. 

Sepoy Rajinder Kumar alongwith his buddy immediately closed 
in. The terrorists ente.red a nala leading towards a tea garden. 
Sepoy Rajinder Kumar dashed after them alongwith his buddy and 
despite a lead of 600 meters did not allow the terrorists to break 
contact. Sepoy Rajinder Kumar fired on the move and injured one 
terrorist in the left arm. Terrorists brought down murderous hail 
of bullets on him and his buddy. Completely unfazed he kept closing 
in with them. Terrorists entered the tea garden drains and 
concealed themselves. 

Sepoy Rajinder Kumar and his buddy provided guidance and 
direction to own party while personally continuing the hunt. He 
alongwith his buddy suddenly came under heavy automatic fire from a 
distance of twenty yards. Sepoy Rajinder Kumar spun around and shot 
dead one terrorist. The second terrorist ducked down and took 
cover. 

Sepoy Rajinder Kumar kept crawling in the general direction of 
the terrorist. The .terrorist hurled a grenade which burst a 
few yards from him, who had a narrow escape. As the gallant soldier 
manoeuvred behind a bush, he came face to face with the terrorist, 
who fired at him from a distance of ten yards. Sepoy Rajinder Kumar 
received a gun shot wound on left side of neck. Displaying 
unparalleled bravery and courage, Sepoy Rajinder Kumar, before 
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succumbing to injuries, returned the fire ; and shot the terrorist 
dead.

15 SIKH LIGHT INFANTRY (POSjTHUMOUS)

On 18 Jun 2002 information was received regarding presence of 
some armed terrorists in two houses in the,labour lines of Achabam 
in Dibrugarh District of Assam. Subedar Fuman Singh was tasked to 
cordon one of the houses from the rear which had thick undergrowth 
in the backyard and open fields beyond. 

On reaching the rear of the house at around 2130 hours, 
Subedar Fuman Singh realised that only a tight well located cordon 
and strict vigil on the house could prevent the terrorists from 
escaping. After positioning the cordon he crawled closer to the hut 
for better observation. In a flash he sprinted ahead in order to 
effect an entry to the house since the door was open. Before he 
could step inside there was automatic fire from the house. Subedar 
Fuman Singh returned the fire injuring bne of the terrorists. 
Despite being hit he tenaciously continued to pin down the 
terrorists with accurate fire and prevented their escape. As a 
result of the vicious encounter that followed two hardcore 
terrorists were killed. Subedar Fuman Singh however succumbed to 
his injuries. 

Subedar Fuman Singh showed total commitment of his duty and 
sacrificed his life while exhibiting raw courage and supreme act of 
valour in the face of terrorist's fire.

the 'South Western edge of Nusu Ghat Ningali Forest. After 
disembarking from the boats, the officer along with his crew, 
commenced marching along the Jalwan Nala leading to the ambus 
through the thick Ningali vegetation. As night descend 
visibility reduced considerably owing to the thick vegetation, 
seldom-used main track was fenced with barbed wire on both sides an 
the left side of the track sloped into the narrow canal and at t e 

right side spread thick jungles. 

At about 2200 hours, he closely observed through Night Vision 
Device, that few men were approaching on the sane 

heading towards the Marine Commando Team. On closer examination, 
the men, carrying sophisticated weapons, were identified as 
terrorists. The officer and his crew sensing the impending danger, 
opened fire and a fierce fire fight ensued with the terrorists, who 
opened fire with Rocket Propelled Grenades (RPG) and bursts from 
personal weapons. In a gallant action, the officer led from the 
front and charged firing from the hip and kiliea one dreade 
terrorist and saved the team members from any casualty.

On 20 June 2002, Tirath Singh, Leading Seaman, as a member of 
the Marine Commando detachment, was deployed for 'Op Rakshak II' i n 
Jammu and Kashmir during a night ambush on terrorists in the dense 
forest near Wular Lake. Approximately 2 Kms from the ambush site, 

the Commandos got off the boat and started advancing towards the 
arahush site. 


Tirath Singh, Leading Seaman, was the leading scout of the 
Commandos who were walking on a narrow track in the Ningali forest 
where visibility was practically nil. In-spite of the darkness, he 
picked up movement in front of the team. At about 2200 hours he 
observed through night vision device that few men were 

approaching on the same track and heading towards the Marine 
Commando Team. On closer examination, the men who were carrying 
sophisticated weapons were identified as terrorists. Tirath Singh 
immediately signalled his teammates to lie down on the ground. 
The terrorists also sensed the presence of the troops. He got into 
action immediately and in a spur of moment displaying dazzling 
speed, and charged at the terrorists firing from the hip. 

Astounded by Tirath Singh's offensive movement, the terrorists 
opened fire from a distance of about 50 mtrs with Rocket propelled 
grenades (RPG) and bursts from personal weapons. Tirath Singh 
charged audaciously at the stunned terrorists and killed two 
dreaded terrorists. This apt and timely tactical move of the 
sailor, saved the team members from any casualty. 

Tirath Smgh, Leading Seaman, displayed indomitable courage, 
bravery and unparalleled tenacity while facing the terrorists. 
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20. IC-61800 LIEUTENANT GAORAV SINGH, 4 KUMAON 

(Effective Date of the award : 01 Aug 2002) 

Based on reliable intelligence, cordon and search operation of 
Area Nakhs in District Udhampur, Jammu and Kashmir was planned for 
the night of 31 July 2002. 


To maintain surprise Lt Gaurav Singh led his party at night 
through a wide out flanking move, carefully avoiding inhabitation 
involving an arduous march over eight hours traversing hazardous 
high altitude mountainous terrain at heights around 3400 meters. 
Leading elements under the officer were fired upon by the 
terrorists at 0630 hours. A terrorist fired a burst and hid behind 
a dhok. Lt Gaurav Singh crawled behind a stone heap and returned 
the fire in which . the terrorist was injured. The officer then 
circumvented the dhok and found the terrorist still alive and 
trying to fire at him. Lt Gaurav Singh immediately opened fire and 
shot him dead. Realizing that more terrorists were present in other 
dhoks, he dashed towards the other dhoks and saw two more 
terrorists who were firing at the cordon party. 

Lt Gaurav Singh immediately opened fire on them and eliminated 
the second terrorist by an accurate burst on the face. Suddenly the 
officer realized that his weapon was empty. In a split second he 
dived behind cover, changed the magazine and fired a burst injuring 
the third terrorist. In the process Lt Gaurav Singh injured his own 
left wrist. However, with utter disregard to his injury Lt Gaurav 
Singh crawled forward and engaged the terrorist and killed him. 

Lt Gaurav Singh displayed extraordinary gallantry, exemplary 
initiative and qualities of leadership in fighting the terrorists. 
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21. CAPTAIN RAJESH SHARMA, NATIONAL SECURITY GOARP 

(Effective Date of the award : 25 Sept 2002) 

On 24 September 2002, two armed terrorists entered the 
Akshardham Sw&my Narayan Temple, Gandhinagar (Gujarat) and started 
firing indiscriminately. The terrorists killed 30 people and 
injured over 100 persons present in the complex. 

The Special Action Group of National Security Guard was flown 
in to deal with the situation, Captain Rajesh Sharma was tasked to 
locate and neutralise the two terrorists reported in the open patch 
outside .the main complex. Despite the daunting fire from the 
terrorists and lack of cover, leading his team from the front, the 
young officer continued to move forward. He maintained pressure on 
the terrorists and kept them pinned down, with utter disregard to 
his own safety. He finally pinpointed the terrorists and gave 
covering fire to Subedar Suresh Chand Yadav while he closed in to 
kill one of the terrorists. Another terrorist inflicted a bullet 
burn -injury on Captain Sharma's left shoulder. However, this did 
not- deter him from his mission and he continued to press forward. 
In the final action, he managed to locate and neutralise the second 
militant. 

Captain Rajesh Sharma showed exemplary presence of mind, 
mature decision making and displayed gallantry of a high order 
while facing the terrorists,

During the 12 th Meeting of Indian Bureau of Mines Advisory Board, held on 
24.5.2000 at Nagpur, the members of the Board had suggested that in the light of present 
scenario of mining industry, the charter of functions of Indian Bureau of Mines should be 
modified. The issue was discussed in-depth further in the 13 ,h Meeting of IBM-Advisory Board 
held at Nagpur on 4.9.2002 and the Chairman of the Board and Secretary (Mines) requested to 
the membeis to give their suggestions, so that the IBM will function effectively keeping in view 
the present scenario of mining industry. 

The Government have carefully considered the suggestions of the members and decided that 
with the change in scenario in mining industry, the IBM should play more significant role in the 
development of mining/mineral industry and national economy. Hence, in supersession of all 
earlier resolutions, the charter of functions of IBM will be as below : 

CHARTER OF FUNCTIONS OF IBM 


1. To promote systematic and scientific development of mineral resources of the country (both 
on shore and off shore) 

2. lo appiove mining plans, schemes and mine closure plans having regard to conservation of 
minerals and protection of mines environment. 

To collect, collate and maintain database on exploration, prospecting, mines and minerals 

and to bring out pubhcations/bulletins highlighting the problems and prospects of mining 
industry. & 

4. To play a pro-active role in minimising adverse impact of mining on environment by 
undertaking environmental assessment studies on regional basis. 

5. To conduct sm, moto techno-economic field studies in. mining, geology, mineral processing 
an environmental aspects including analysis of ore and minerals and to promote R & D 
activities m these areas. 

u. To piovide technical consultancy services on promotional basis within the country and 
a^ioad in the field of mining, geology, mineral processing and environment. 

7. To provide training to the scientific, technical and other cadres of the Department and 
persons irom the mining industry and other agencies for human resource development. 
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8. 1 o advise the Government on matters in regard to mineral industry, relating to environmental 

protection and pollution control, export & import policies, trade, mrneral legislation, fiscal 
incentives and related matters. . 

9. 1 o promote awareness about conservation, systematic and scientific development of mineral 
deposits and protection of environment including restoration, reclamation and rehabilitation 
of mined out areas through exhibitions and audio visual media. 

10. To promote and monitor community development activities in the mining areas. 

ll.Io undertake any such other activity as may become necessary in tile light of the 
developments in the lield of geology, mining, mineral beneficiation and environment.
